Tho publication recently of the British 
Columbian Blue Bonk, for such we may call 
tha two report* made by Lieutenant Palmer 
to the head of the Department of Lands and 
Works for the neighboring colony, is a step 
which cannot fail to yivo satisfaction. 'Hie 
extension of the system to other departments 
Ot* Governmental duties would go far, by 
placing the actions of the Executive before 
the people, to create a healthy tone of public 1 
Opinion. Public criticism might then be 
enabled to give credit when] it was duo. aud 
eiiggesl tliu most acceptable remedies for 
apparent clefic'8 aud shortcomings. For the 
purpose of mailing known the material con- 
dition of the country, toporla ol this deacrip- 
Von are of tho greatest value. Through 
them the public! may obtain a mass of re - 
liable information on subjects but imperfectly 
known, and intending settlers be better able 
to foini a correct idea of the cucntry. We 
do not see why this same system is not ex- 
tended to this Island. An endless variety ol 
subject! connected with the administration 
of -he government and the physical cundiliou 
of the country, present themselves as jcquir- 
eg i ) be mnde public. 

TV; tirtU tif tire above mentioned reports 
is an account of a journey made last summer 
by Lieut. Palmer from North lientinok Arm 
to Alexandria. The first portion ol it in oc- 
cupied with a description of the coast be- 
tween Tictoria and the Inlet known by the 
above name. The Arm itself is described ao 
being an indentation in the mountains twenty- 
five miles long, and liom one and a-half to 
two and u-balf miles wide. Like most of 
the other inlets on the Northwest Coast, 
there is a gruat depth of water, but a liability 
to the dra wback of violent winds aud power- 
\il tides. It seems to present no great facili- 
ties for the establishment of a large commer- 
cial port, though perhaps sufficient for a 
considerable trade, as the entrance of a coast 
route to the mines. In making bis reeon- 
noissaiicc of this route, Lieut. Palmer divides 
it into si.\ sections, according to tho leading 
natural features. Tho first of these are 
along the Bella Coola or Nookhalk river, a 
rapid mountain torrent, for a distunsejof forty- 
three milea to Sbtooiht, the head of canoe 
navigation. This utream has its source be- 
yond the principal crost of the Cascade 
Range, and is quite unnavigable for steamers. 
The valley through which it rumi variei from 
ono-half to one and a-half miles in width, 
and, according to tho report, presents no 
difficulty for the construction ol a good bridle 
path or wagon rond the whole way to 
Shtooiht. Tho cost of a mule trail, which 
would not be mora than thirty-five miles in 
length, to that point is set down at £1400. 

The second section of the Lieutenant's 
journey was along the Atnarko, a tributa- 
ry ol the Nookhalk, as far as Cokelin 
or the) Great Slide. The trail here, 
which is along the sides of tho mountains 
jutting in many plaeesiiito the stream, is very 
difficult] The expense of making a good 
bridle path for tho whole distance of fourteen 
mites, is net down at £ 1,000. Between Coke- 
liu, which is eleven hundred and ten feet 
above the level of the sea, to the summit of 
the Precipice, a distance of sixteen miles, is 
comprised the third section or the recon- 
noissauce. The great difficulties of the ascent 
ut tho Slide ond Precipice, Lieutenant Palmer 
shows may be easily avoided by turning 
them. The sixty miles between the top of 
the Precipice, which is three thousand eight 
liundrod and forty-five feet above the level of 
the Fca,r.iid Summit Lake comprise the Isurth 
descriptive section. Wc are now upon the 
great elevated plateau between tho Cascades 
and the Fraser. This portion of the country 
is described as beins covered with small 
lakes and marshes, and having noil of inferior 
fertility. The summit of the watershed be- 
tween the Hers ami the Fraser is in this section, 
and Mime fifty-five miles from the Precipice. 
The elevation is given at four thousand three 
hundred aud sixty feet above the level of the 
r,ea. Between Summit Lake and Chilcotiu 
River is the host portion of the plateau, It 
ia described ar, a rolling, open-timbered, 
nrassv country, "such as is met wifli in tho 
Siiuv'kameeri and other well-known district* I 
of British Columbia." Here, according to j 
thcr'nott, will probably be found convenient 
wintering pos1* for some nf the unimal* of the 
upper country.

Should then, as is an- 
ticipated, the passoga through the Bute 
Inlet route be easily nc Jnmpl ished, there la 
evety reason to believe that it will be the 
niain lint: over this British Columbian 
r-tupne. if we may so call it. In addition to 
tha faet of 'here being less distuned to travel 
by sea, we would infer from Lieutenant 
Palmer's estimate of the distance between 
North Bentiol; Arm and Punlzee Lake and 
that given him by the natives of the Bute 
Inlet trail, that the latter has much less land 
travel. The former'rontc is set down nt one 
liundrod and seventy-two miles, and the lat- 
ter approximately at one hundred and twenty- 
five, showing n difference In favor 
of tho southern coast route of forty-seven 
uiiles, not to take in consideration the fact that 
part of the latter may probably ho accom- 
plished by internal navigation. From Chil- 
cotin eleven, miles distant from Punlzee, tho 
aixth'sectiou extends some eighty-seven miles 
to Alexandria.

Thh From: in k Restaurant. — Charlea 
Fletcher was brought up on renintnl yester- 
day morning, clinrgoil with fighting in Mr. 
Jncobi's restaurant on Tuesday evening ; 
John St. Clair, who had been arrested on a 
vfnrrant, boing likewise placed in the dock 
on a similnr charge. The 1 magistrate, after 
hearing the ovidence of Mr. Jacob), caus?d a 
cross charge to be entered against each pris- 
oner. From tho oviilenoo of soreral wit- 
nesses, we gathereil the following facts in rela- 
tion to the affray. Charles Fletcher ami a 
friend entered the restaurant very drunk, and 
sat down to take a meal. Shortly after, St. 
Clair and several companions ca:r.o in, and 
an altercation between the two prisoners ere 
long ensued. Fletcher was put out of the 
bouse \>j the proprietor, with tho assistance 
of u friend, lie shortly, however, returned, 
and struck St. Clair it blow in tho face with 
liis fist. St. Clair, upon this, seized hold of 
different articles of glassware and threw 
them at the head of Fletcher, whoso face 
was severely cut by the force with which the 
missiles took effect. Both prisoners pleaded 
guilty to the offences imputed. Mr. Pom- 
bcrto:i said that he considered tho ends of 
justice would best ho mot by lining them both 
alike. Fletcher was the most to blame, but 
hud received considerable punishment already; 
while St. Clair had used unwarrantable vio- 
lence in defending himself from tho attack of 
hia assailant. The law justified a man in 
defending himself, but not in so violent a 
manner. Were St. Clair committed for trial, 
he might bo convicted by a jury nl assault 
with intent to do grievous bodily harm, in 
which case a sentence of six or twelve 
months' imprisonment might bo inflicted on 
him. lioth were then fined 503., in default 
to suffer one month's imprisonment, 



Chill twnAOK Skttmcmknt. — ■ Wu have 
learned from one of the settlers who came 
down here by the Eliza Anderson that con- 
siderable progress is being mad) by those 
who have taken up land in tho district, and 
preparations uro going forward for bringing 
a considerable quantity of land this season 
into cultivation. The snow and frost had 
entirely disappeared (roni tha ground 
and the weather had become quite mild 
and spcir,g-liko. The last party of men 
who went up from Victoria, numbering 
fourteen, had built a largo house and 
were all living together until they could 
set separate establishments erected. Our 
informant, a Canadian, has a favourable 
opinion of tho solitary, and considers it very 
Well adapted for cultivation, The only dan - 
ger to bo npp-chended by the cultivator is 
from inundations, tho land being low, and 
tho rivers which surround it rising to a very 
great height. However, Ibis may not often 
occur, and the land lying contiguous to the 
banks of tho rivers will be principally used 
for meadow land, and the more elevated por- 
tions for cultivation. There is still plenty of 
pruirie land to be had by any ono dositing 
to pre-empt it. 

BdUXD cor C ART BOO. — About one hundred 
men left yesterday by the Enterprise bound 
for the mines. The usual stir and bustle took 
place when the steamer was leaving, and 
largo crowds were assembled to bid Iho voij- 
ttgeurs good bye. There was not so much 
freight sent forward as was expected, which 
no doubt arises from the fact that there is a 
block-up at Now Westminster of what went 
there by tho steamers for several trips 
lately. The interruption lo tho forwarding 
of goods up-river in consequence of the 
break-down of the steamers Hope and Re- 
liance will occasion very considerable incon- 
venience to merchants and up country traders. 
The machinery for the Reliance wont up by 
the Enterprise yesterday, and it is expected 
she will be able lo resume her tiips immedi- 
ately.

This i3 the way lo 
turn the penny to advantage, and proves how 
highly claims are valued in Cariboo by those 
who know them best. 

Veuv St kan of.. — Two young men, named 
respectively Matthew Hcppols and Thomas 
S. Revely, left Victoria for a short excursion 
on tin; islands in the gulf about a month 
since, with the intention of returning in less 
than a fortnight. They were known lo have 
reached an island twenty or twenty-live miles 
distant, where they remained soma time, and 
were spoken to by the captain of a schooner 
when passing. A report has reached town 
that they started in a canoe to come here 
about ton days sinca, but, strange to say, 
they have not yet arrived. Apprehension 5 
are beginning to be felt for their safety from 
the length of time which has elapsed since 
they should havo been here.

The WaoqoK Road to Van Winkle.— 

It is understood that there was no response 
to the invitation issued by the Government of 
British Columbia, fur tenders to make a new 
waggon road from Alexandria to Van 
Winkle. The 28th alb, was tho last day for 
receiving proposals ; and, if wc are cor. 
rectly informed there were none Bent in upon 
the terms laid down by the Government. 
Wo havo been looking in vain for a ranowal 
of the notice in the Gazette, or soma state- 
ment of what are the intentions of tho 
Government in reference to this important 
matter. If tho road is to bo roade, there 
should ba some sign of makin' a begin- 
ning, as tho season has fully ari.ved when 
the men should be net to work. Tho carrying 
out of this road, especially from the mouth 
of the Quosnolle to Van Winkle, is of such 
paramount importance to the interests of tho 
country that a moment's delay should not bo 
allowed to intervene until it is accomplished. 
It is useless to look for uh-jap provisions at 
the mines, so long as traders must pay almost 
as much for taking thorn from the Quesnelle 
lo Van Winkle or Williams Creek — a dis- 
tance of only sixty or soTenly miles — as for- 
warders charge for them from N'ew West- 
minster to the furthest point of tho now 
waggon road. There should bo some energy 
manifested by the authorities in a matter of 
such vital importance to the development of 
tho resources of the country, ns the construc- 
tion of a good road between the points indi- 
cated. Wo hope the noxt Gazette will contain 
some information upon the subject. 

Supposed Suicide — Yesterday afternoon, 
a party named Jackson, who had been search- 
ing the bush in the vicinity of Mr. Tuile's 
milk ranch for a lost horse, brought intelli- 
gence to the polico barracks of his having 
discovered the body of a mau hanging to a 
tree, and perfectly dead.

CENTRAL AND SOUTH AMERICA. 

The dates from Central America, per Sal- 
vador, are to Jan. 24th. 

The tiews by her is not gratifying to the 
cause of peace. The Republic of Salvador 
has some 500 men at Santa Anna on the fron- 
tier, and Guatemala has about 3,000 ready to 
cross over to that place. Should Carrara 
venture into the territory of Salvador, bo 
will meet with a warm reception, for it is said 
that President. Knrrios has made extensive 
preparations for such an emergency. The 
malcontents of the Republic assert that the 
invasion ol Salvador will tie a sign for them 
to raise the standard of revolution, and they 
are quite sanguine that Damns must certainly 
fall Irom the pressure of circumstances. 

lloth the British and American Ministers 
are said to be at present in Guatemala, eiidca- 
voiing to adjust tho difficulty. The effoits of 
Sir Leon Alvarado, Commissioner from Hon- 
duras, has been fruitless. President Oarrera 
roundly asserts that harmony cannot be re- 
established with tho Government of Salvador. 

The Congress of Salvador mot on the 16lh 
nil., at the call of the President, to adopt 
measures for the impending crisis. The 
whole Republic is alert. Addresses of sup- 
port have been sent in to the President from 
all parts, and the idea generally prevails 
that war is inevitable. 

From Costa Rica we learn of no remark* 
able incidents. Colfeo is quoted at SIS, 
Costa Hicn currency, in the seed, with a 
scarcity of sacks.

A grand banquet was given 
on the occasion', A street railway is in pro- 
gress at Valparaiso, and will shortly be com- 
pleted. 

Don Antonio Agacio has been appointed 
Vibo-Cotisill to Spain, by Iho Spanish Char;:.' 
d'Alfuires. 

The steamship' Cloda brought, on her InM 
trip lo Valparaiso from the north, the master 
and crew o! the Chilian bark Carmen, which 
foundered on her voyage from Ooquimbo to 
Lola. 

Tho British bark Peter Symonds, which 
left Valparaiso on the loth December, hound 
lo Melbourne, with a cargo of Chile produce, 
put back to Coquimbo in distress on the 2d 
mat., after having thrown overboard moro 
than 100 tons of cargo.

Another Effusion from the "Rectory" 

NANAIMoi V. I., 12th March, 1863. 

Editor British Colonist— The letter from 
the Rev. J. B. Good, published in the Chron- 
icle of the 6th iust., calls for a few roniarks 
f rem me ; for although the Rector has taken 
up the cudgels to exonerate the Catcchist as 
well as himself I suppose, ha has made but 
n poor defence, as I shall endeavor lo show 
by brevity and reason. 

Tho Rev. gentleman commences to rbe- 
torioato by deploring the style of Nanaimo 
correspondents to the Victoria press. As 
ono of tho correspondents of the British 
Colimist, I wish to inform him that I always 
have, and shall continue to write independent 
of tho 11 bigotod section-' of any church, or of 
any clique or party, and perfectly heedless 
of any vnporiiigs from enthusiastic vision- 
aries at " the Rectory." 

Without reverting to what has already 
bcon said in former letters regarding the cen- 
sus, aud with all due deference to Mr. Good, 
I unhesitatingly say that the census taken 
under his supervision was not correct, whether 
or not "colored" or "cooked" by him. Hut 
nan he disprove tho incontestible accuracy 
of the census taken by Mr. Parry, which was 
very carefully revised before being sent for 
publication, and in which the church relations 
of all parties were inserted just as they wore 
given by Ikemstlcc.s, with tho exception of a 
few of our most prominent citizens, who 
were not waited on, as their religious belief 
is publicly known ? How is it possible to 
got correct returns of denominations, without 
being "inquisitorial, " or without interroga- 
tion? Is it right to suppose to what de- 
nomination a person belongs, anil can a 
corroet return of the various religious 
creeds be ascertained in that way ? 
Iaiiswer.no! 1 am of the opinion that "the 
census should havo been published at first 
without the numbers, or the supposed num- 
bers, or any denomination boing given, and 
that Mr. (food, himself, by having them pub- 
lished " excited polemical strife." 

Now, if the movements of the reverend 
goqtleman were actuated by the requirements 
of "the Society," aud if they only needed lbs 
numbers of those nominally ol his creed, I 
ask, why did he trouble about other churches ? 
The answer is apparent to every disinterest- 
ed, impartial, and considerate person. For 
my own part, 1 do .lot caro mcch about tho 
denominations, whether one or the other hns 
the greatest number of adhcranta ; but f am 
bound to support what f have already stated, 
and what I believe to be true on the subject. 
A frail attempt is made to "easily account" 
for the discrepancy in the total number of 
the population, " but a difference of forty-six" 
—or very nearly twenty per cent. Mr. 
Good snys we doubtless included some ho 
purposely omitted, as not coming under the 
head of white population," .Vow, did he not 
have headings [or every oast and color to be 
found at Nanaimo J certainly he did ; and he 
would no doubt include all ho could muster. 

The jeering manner in which ■' the gentle- 
man who followed in their track'' is spoken 
of, doei not 320111 to mo to be exactly in 
unnon with the position of a clergyman ; nor 
does tho exultation made by the catechisl 
over his being " trilled with" speak much in 
his favor. This is my opinion, though Mr. 
Parry can doubtless speak for himself. It is 
no use for Mr. Good lo try to cloke the dis- 
cussion under what he would please lo cull a 
"religious discord;" for aught I know.il 
may be the offspring of his own private pique. 
1 don't belivc in " religious discord.'' 

With what disingenuous porverseriess does 
some one run to " headquarters" with every 
cock and bull story that he hears about 
something or somebody. So exceedingly 
busy are .some folks minding everybody else's 
business that they have scarcely time to at- 
tend to their own. Criticizing the actions of 
others, speculating upon their motives, and 
earing very little to "examine themselves." 
Let such pass an impartial and unbiased 
judgment upon their own motives, as well as 
actions, ami then they will bo better able to 
judge, and form an estimate of the designs 
and character of others. 

The failure cf St. Paul's Literary Institute 
wa? chielly attributed to the discordant 
clauses inserted in the constitution aud by- 
laws ; one: debarring men who live in n 
state of fornication, habitual drunkards, and 
Others guilty of "gross immoralities" from 
joining Iho society. Is that the way to re- 
form any who, by such enervating habits, have 
impaired their health, intclluct and character. 
If no one encourages such to become butter, 
they are not likely to improve much, espe- 
cially when they aro thus despised and de- 
barred from Bscioty. Men might ofiener 
tic reformed in this great world if people 
would only give them such a chance, and 
encourage them. Another clause stated that 
'• Iho President should be nominated by the 
Bishop of tho diocese," and another stating 
that the .Superintendent should always be 
the officiating Minister of St. Paul's Church. 
Dees this look like a " public movement !" 
It had loo strong 11 donominatioual cast, of 
which it was soon divested lo the apparent 
discomfiture of the Superintendent, who 
might have discovered ere now that instead ol 
that being a " public movement" tmctured 
with a '• pa.ty spirit," it was just, the reverse 
--hence, il would lie hard for him to brave 
'' public opinion" at the annual meeting of 
the members, when they dcteiinllicd to elect 
their own officers, and to rescind the unpopu- 
lar clauses of the constitution, etc.

second-hand clothing, at Saiimur. A bargain 
was concluded and duly signed, by which the 
widow, n woman of huge size, engaged to act 
in the threefold capacity of servant, dame <lc 
eompagnie, and giantess, for a salary of I50f. 
per mouth, and one fourth part of the sums 
collected from the spectators after each exhi- 
bition of the caravan. She was also bound 
never to go outsid.'.- the caiavan, except very 
early in tho morning or after dark at night,

Photo-Sculpture. — A remarkable inven- 
tion, intimately connected with photography, 
is now engaging tho attention of artists. 
The method followed by the inventor, M. 
Willomc, is this : — A numbor of simultan- 
eous photographs of a person arc taken, and 
the outlines thus obtained are enlarged or 
reduced at will by the pantograph. With 
these data M. Wilfomc produces s. statute, 
ihe exuel likeness of the original, in any size, 
and in so short a time as is hardly lo ho 
credited. Any person wanting his statute to 
be made is photographed in various direc- 
tions, snd two days later he may call for his 
statute in clay. Features and drapery are 
represented with tho greatest exactness, ami 
as a natural conseipienco of the method, the 
price is extremely moderate. A cast of the 
figure being taken in plaster, it may he re- 
produced any number ot times, and cast in 
bronze if required. 

THE "SUMTER " 

Considerable interest isnt present attached 
to the position of thiti, the first of the Con- 
federate vessels of war nont forth specially 
to prey on Federal commerce. It will he 
remembered that tho Sumter succeeded in 
capturing and destroying several Federal 
merchantmen, ami was subsequently chased 
by federal vessels of war until she took 
refuge in Gibraltar. She has subsequently 
changed hands by sale, hut the American 
authorities refuse to recognize the validity of 
the transfer. The following interesting nows 
respecting her comes by tho last steamer: — 
"The United States Minister at Madrid 
protested against Ihe salo of the Sumter, 
which, he says, will not be lespected by the 
Federal cruisers, as ,= he is a Federal vessel 
seized by the rebels at New Orleans. In- 
structions have been asked from tho Govern 
ment at London as to whether a register is 
lo be given of her. When the packet left 
Gibraltar, the Sumter, now changed to tho 
Gibraltar, was being coaled, and gelling a 
screw preparatory to starting on her voyage 
I lo England, Tho new captain having 
steamed around tho works under British 
colors, wus immediately chased by the Fed- 
eral gunboat Ottawa, with her guns loaded, 
and the men nt quarters. On perceiving the 
Federal vessel approaching the land within 
the three miles' limit, the Governor ol Gib- 
raltar, Sir William Oodrington ordered the 
batteries to be manned and the gum made 
ready for aelion, upon which the Ottaws. 
sheered ofK A Federal sloop-of war was at 
Algesiras watching the Sumter. If a register 
ho granted, she will have to be escorted to 
England by a British ship-of-war.''
